The quinquennial investigation of 
the life business will bo made ut the 
closb of the present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to the as- 
sured at tho annual meeting in 1 875.

Justice* Sleeping- 

Justice has beon painted blind. It 
would appenr to sleep in Victoria. With 
all tbreu Supremo Court Judges huddled 
up in this city, sorely afflicted with ennui, 
there has not boon held a Court of Assize 
for about eight months, and there will not 
bo one held till the 23rd November. Eight 
months aud six days without any gaol de- 
livery in tho principal community, the 
chief city in the Province! Whoso fault' 
is this? Wo believe wo are correct in stat- 
ing that.it rests entirely with tho 'Execu- 
tive Govornmont to suy where and how 
often Courts of Assize shall bo held. That 
being so, it follows that tho Government 
are wholly to blamo for tho condition of 
rhiugs complained of. And tboro is a 
circumstance to which we may refer 
which greatly increases tho culpability of 
Ministers in this connection. Tho Leg- 
' islature passed a Resolution (unanimous- 
ly, if we recollect rightly) fen- the more 
frequent holding of Courts of Assize, al- 
though at tliat time thoy wero more fre- 
quently held, than now. Yet, in the face 
of this very proper expression on the 
part of tho people, tho Exocutivo go di- 
rectly opposite and make matters worse 
^han they wero before. It is, indeed, 
difficult to ooticeivo what possible defence 
>or oxcuse can be sot up for such conduct; 
but thare is no difliculty whatever in 
showing the groat hardship and misear- 
""riago of justico certain to ariso from the 
condition complained of. Two classes 
more directly sutler,— thoso held for trial 
and those held to testify. As regards the 
former, people) aro too apt to practically 
forget the grand principle of our national 
-jurisprudence — "Every man shall beheld 
tb bo innocent until proved guilty; aud 
uo man shall be condemned without a 
fair trial." On thiB principle every man 
i held for trial has rights which ought to 
be respected, even if conviction wero tho 
unerring sequence of committment.which 
wo know it is not. Among these rights 
are proper treatment and speedy trial. 
It is not our present object to 
discuss the qnostion as to how far the first 
may bo possible in Victoria gaol, but 
rathor to point out and protest ngainst 
tin gross and wanton violation of tho 
seoond. To.-nrgue that very great incon- 
* venienco to both prisoner and witness 
must arise from there being no Court held 
horo for a period of over eight months at 
a stretch would be a work of snpererroga- 
tion. It would be easy to adduce instan- 
ces to prove that cases of extreme hard- 
ship have arisen; and not only so. but 
that there is likely to bo miscarriage of 
justice from the disappearance of impor- 
tant witnesses. There is still another 
view of the case. Tho Province suffers 
in pocket iu having to support persons 
held for trial and sometimes witnesses 
too; whereas, after trial and conviction, 
they alight be supported by the Domin- 
ion, or contribute towards their own sup- 
port by enforced labour. But these are 
Bmall and low considerations when com- 
pared with tho higher arid more impor- 
tant ones of the rights of the subject and 
tho interests of justice; and we feel that 
we cannot too severely censure tho con- 
duct of the local Government in this 
matter. Ministers would, indeed, appear 
to have altogether misapprehended their 
true position and relations to tho people. 
Instead of realizing that they are public 
servants, paid and well paid for doing 
tho people's work and promoting the 
people's interests and convenience, they 
would seem to iraagiii themselves masters, 
ters.and most arbitrary onos at that, upon 
whom the people should dance atten- 
dance, to whom the public interests and 
convenience should bo altogether second- 
ary and subordinate-a sort of heaven-born 
rulers, feathering their little nects and 
turning up their littlo noses at the peo- 
ple by divine right. We would not be 
understood as limiting those observations. 
Thoy will apply with greater or less force 
to the entire Province, although Victoria 
appears to us to present the most glaring 
instance. Indeed we know of cases of 
very great hardship and wroug occurr- 
ing outside of Victoria. 



of this counter movement, if it be not 
inndxuous, which we hope and believe will 
bo the case, will bo to leave Now West- 
minster in quiet possession of her present 
inadequate mail service. But unfortu- 
nately New Westminster will not|alono 
suffer the ill consequences of this folly. 
Tho Herald calls our advocacy of a more 
efficient mail service nn attempt to injure 
New Westminster. That is a paradox 
which wo confess our inability to under- 
stand. In tho course of his speech at 
the public meeting, Mr. Holbrook paid 
the Provincial Government the fcllowing 
left-handed compliment: — "In fact it 
would be tho bight of imprudence to ask 
for anything through our local govern- 
ment, ns any request they rnado was al- 
ways treated with silence. ,' Tho obser- 
vation elicited applause. -

The Royal City Rampant. 

Tho other day wo alluded to a petition 
circulated at New Westminster praying 
for a semi-weekly mail service all the 
year round. It appears that a party made 
up of interested peraons and uureason. 
Able oppoao that petition and want the 
miil sorvioe to be established ''via' 1 
Bomiahtnoo. A public meeting was held 
on the eubjoot on Monday evening, at 
which tho Somiahmoo party appear to 
have outvoted or ontstaid the other, and a 
reiolution was passed for another patition 
to bostartod in favour of that route. The 
result of this, if carried out, will proba 
bly be to canso nothing to bo done. To 
give the reader some idoa of tho lengih to 
whioh tho 3emaihmooitos,orsome of them 
allowed sectional prejudice to sway their 
judgement, it may be mentioned that one 
of thespoakera at tho pnblio meeting ac- 
tually advocated that '"all tho subsidies «t 
prcsont grantod to tho California steamers 
and to tho Sound steamers" should be 
Applied to tho object in view, evidently 
forgetting that the Treaty of Union 
provides for "an eflioicnt mail service 
fortnightly by stoatu communication be- 
weon Victoria and Han Francisco, and 
twiooa week Iwtweon Victoria and Olym- 
piad It is to lie regretted that men will 
allow tUenuelvos to bo so completely 
ovmcomo by sectional prejudices.

Editor Colonist: — The public will 
have noticed that my name bus appeared 
in the papers in connection with uchargo 
df having in my possession, unlawfully, a 
Naval tent. That I have been discharged 
by Mr. Justice Fisher without a stain ou 
my character will bo Been by the Colo- 
nist's report of to day. Also, that an 
apology has been tendered by the Naval 
authorities aud accepted by me. All this 
is satisfactory so far as it goes, but the 
public is not fully informed as to all the 
circumstances. The tent was bought by 
me at Davies' auction rooms 8 or 10 days 
ago, and advertised for sale at my 
store ns a Naval tent. Mr. Bishop, of the 
Naval Yard, and the Esquirualt police- 
man with a search- ivarrant, called at my 
stor? a day or two afterwards, examined 
the tent, and had mo arrested aud placed 
in gaol without allowing mo an opportu- 
nitp to explain where I got tho tent. I 
was in custody 2 or 3 hours when I was 
bailed out. When tho caso came on I ap- 
peared with counsel; but the prosecution, 
who had found out meanwhile that tho 
tent was not a Naval one. wished to with- 
draw tho case. To this I demurred, and 
alter two adjournments the case came on 
again ye to.'day. My counsel was not pre- 
sent (al hough paid to bo there) and I 
was compelled, in the absence of legal as- 
sistance, to accept the apology proffered, 
although it was my intention to have com- 
mon (?ed proceedings for damages for false 
imprisonment. I arrived in this city 
without a dollar in my pocket 18 months 
ago, and commenced by peddling 2 or .1 
oranges in a basket. Now that I have 
acquired a little means by my industry 
and knowledge of business, certain envious 
creatures seek to deprive me of my pro- 
perty. I submit that tho entire proceed- 
ing against mo was a flagrant outrage. 
Had tho Naval authorities or tho police- 
man made inquiry thoy would have found 
that in cases where property has been 
stolen I have assisted tlio Police to ro- 
cover it. Upon one occasion I was the 
means of detecting tho theft of a watch 
and placing tho thief in Mr. Bowden's 
hands, where ho is now awaiting trial. I 
have no complaint to inuko against the 
Victoria Police. They have ever treated 
me with consideration; but the Esqui- 
malt policeman, in his eagerness to get 
his name in print and make an arrest, has 
proved himself to be entirely unworthy 
of holding his position. No man would 
bo safe if he were on duty at Victoria. 

Having now explained this matter, I 
trust, to tho satisfaction of tho public, 
and wishing you, Mr, Editor, and your 
widely-circulated journul success, I re- 
main tho Public's obedient servant,

Tho Christ Church Troubles. 



This evoning at 8 o'clock (here will bo 
a meeting of tho friends of Dean Cridgo 
nt tho Pandora Street Church, which has 
bueu generously placed at tho disposal of 
the Dean by tho Trustees, for tho pur- 
pose of considering tho recent troubles, 
and arranging a definite plan of jiction 
for tho future.

The Exodus. 

Yesterday will bo memorable in tho an- 
nals of tho Episcopal Church in this Pro- 
vince.

REFORMED CHURCH OF CANADA. 

Editoh British Colonist— Sir:— Your 
weekly issue of the 10th and 23.1 Hit. con- 
veyed to us bore tbo Difficulty between 
Bishop Hills and Dean Cridge. Tho un- 
christian and despotic conduct of tho 
Bishop towards the Deau does not at all 
surprise a largo portion of churchmen 
here; it is just what might bo oxpeeted 
from a Ritualistic prolate or priesthood, 
who maintain that their office aud authori- 
ty is tho same as that of tho Church of 
Koine; and it must be so, as they receiv- 
ed their " Apostolic Succession," as they 
term it, from an Apostate Priest of that 
Church, which they now decry, while at 
tho same timo they aro doing their ut- 
most to build up a rival Church with all 
the beliefs, ceremonies, etc., of the 
Church of Rome, excepting celibacy of 
the clergy and tho infallibility and su- 
premacy of tho Pope. Now a great ma- 
jority of churchmen cannot seo tho dif- 
ference between an English Catholic 
Church and a Roman Catholic Church. 

You are not alone in Victoria in your 
Church troubles. Wo havo any amount of 
Ritualism here among the clergy and havo 
churches whoso services ftre conducted in 
such a manner that Roman Catholics 
mistake them for their own placos of wor- 
ship. 

The Bishop of Ontario, who resides 
here, if ho wero not controlled by his 
congregation, would come out a full- 
fledged Ritualist; he is High Church to 
all intents and purposes. At tho last 
Easter vostry meeting ho told tho vestry 
that ho had done all ho could to suppress 
Ritualism in his diocese and would con- 
tinue to do so, yet within a couplo of 
months or so afterwards ho promoted two 
of tho most notorious Ritualists among 
his clergy to high positions in tho Church. 
Ono he mado an Archdeacon and tho othor 
a Canon and his Examining Chaplain. 
Tho latter reverond gentleman "runs" 
tbo Ritualistic Church hero — St. Alban's 
— with a choir of choico spirits in white 
nightgown affairs, who •'sing the prayers" 
for tho congregation, and ho himself 
glories in styling himself " tho Priest of 
St. Albans." 

What has been tbo result of this bore? 
This, that upwards of 100 families havo 
beon driven out of what was tho Church 
of England, but is not now. except by 
" law established," and havo formed a 
ohuroh of their own— the "Roformod 
Episcopal Church of Canada," in connec- 
tion with the Reformed Episcopal Church 
of the U. S. and tho Free Church of Eng- 
land in England, all of which aro now 
united. 

Wo are erecting a handsome church in 
this city which wo hops to occupy on 
Christmas day and whioh will cost us 
about 814,000. Oar congregation now is 
at least 400 and we aro perfectly satisfied 
that within three months after tho open- 
ing of our church, which will seat GOO on 
tho ground floor, it will not bo largo 
enough for our congregation and we shall 
have to erect galleries. 

Many, of course, disapprove of our 
leaving the Church, saying that we should 
havo remained and reformed it from with- 
in. We have tried that for tho last 20 
years, and instead of matters getting 
bettor they aro getting worse daily, and 
if wo wish to havo our children brought 
up Protostaut wo havo only one course to 
pursue— to como out; whioh wo havo 
done, 

The whole ovil has arisen from tho 
Prayer-book, whioh in many forms ineul- 
oates Romanism, and tho Rubrics and 
formulas of the present book of Common 
Prayer aro almost identically tho same 
aa existed boforo the Reformation. 



The Reformers of tho sixteenth cen- 
tury did not remain in tho Ohuroh of 
Roiuo and endeavor to reform it from 
within; ihoy knew and saw it was a hope- 
loss task, aud wo have soon tho aamo as 
regards tho Church of England and havo 
acted accordingly. 

Wo havo a revised Prayer-book, exclud- 
ing Baptismal Regeneration, Confession 
and Priestly Absolution, the Real Pre- 
sence in tho Sacrament, Apostolic Suc- 
cession nnd everything of a Romanizing 
tendency. With these exceptions we re- 
tain tho Liturgy of the Church and protty 
much tho form, allowing, however, ex- 
tempore prayer nftur tho Bermon when 
desirable. We aro in perfect accord aud 
union with all other Protestant denomi- 
nations]! (tho "Church" excepted, whoso 
clergy deny its being Protestant.) Pres- 
byterian and Methodist ministers havo 
officiated for us in tho absence of our 
pastor, and havo kindly placed their 
churches at our disposal on various oc- 
casions; this we think looks liko a uuion 
of Protestants. 

As a specimen of tbo books attempted 
to bo introduced into tho Sunday schools 
of tho Ohuroh, both in this diocese and 
lhat of Toronto, Fmay mention ono call- 
ed "Tho Path of Holiness." This book 
in Toronto was given to some of the 
scholars with strict injunctions not to lot 
their parents know that they had it. It 
is almost a transcript of the Roman Cath- 
olic " Garden of the Soul " and cont.iina 
instructions for 

1. The use of tho Ave Maria in all tho 
devotions. 

2. Invocation of tho Virgin Mary and 
Saints. 

3. Seven Sacraments. 

4. Unction of tho Kick. 

5. The Merit of Voluntary Poverty and 
Celibacy. 

6. Prayers for tho Dead. 

7. The Confessional. 

8. Ablations in the Holy Communion. 

9. Transubstantiation or the Real Pre- 
senco. 

10. Making the Sign of the Cross. 
This book was also found in Christ's 

Ohuroh Sunday School Library in this 
city, presided over by tho recently made 
Archdeacon Lauder. 

Another reason why reform from with- 
in tho church could not bo hoped for hero, 
is tho fact that each Bishop is to all intents 
and purposes a Pope in his own diocese 
— thus, ho and ho alone has tho nomina- 
tion of the clergy to tho various livings; 
the laity havo not a word to say in the 
matter; they must take and bo satisfied 
with any clergyman tho bishop choosos 
to send them; thus tho clergy aro the por- 
feot creatures of the bishop as they havo 
to look to him alone for promotion] then 
in order to meet the Bishop's views tho 
Clergy have to work so that the Lay De- 
legates to tho Diocesan Synod shall bo of 
that pliable stamp that they will moot tho 
Bishop's views also, and they gonerally 
succeed in selecting or getting elected 
that class of Lay Delegates. Thus the 
Bishop becomes "ono man power." 

This was well illustrated at tho last 
Diocesan Synod at Kingston. Judge Mc- 
Donald, o'f Brockvillo, brought a motion 
before tho Synod to the effect that 
where tho Laity, in any Parish or Mis- 
sion, contributed to the support of tho 
Clergyman, they, the Laity, should havo 
a voice in his nomination. This motion 
did not, of course, meet the Bishop's 
views, and the result was that ona vote 
out of 8'J odd Clergymen and 100 odd 
Lay Delegates, tho motion just had 8 
supporters — SClergymen aud 5 Laymen, 
I believe. Aud whore the Bishop is 
High Church and Ritualist whore, under 
such circumstances, can you look for 
Protestant reform from within the 
Church? 

Tho Byi which the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury has lately got through the Im- 
perial Parliament will be a dead lettor 
for almost similar reasons. Tho initiative 
must come from the Bishop, and it is 
notorious that nine-tout lis of tho English 
Bishops are Ritualists. What hope then, 
is there, fcr stopping Ritualism or Ro- 
manism under thut Bill? 

I may odd we have now 5 Reformed 
Episcopal Churches in tho Dominion, 
and all formed within 7 or 8 months, viz: 
1 here, 1 in Toronto, 1 in St. John, (N. Hi 
1 in Monoton, (N.B.,) 1 in Sussex, (N.B.,) 
and so soon as wo havo a sixth, wo shall 
have a Canadian Bishop, ex tho Free 
Church of England to be stationed in this 
citv. More anon. Reformer.

Russia and Chinese Trade. 

A work on China, published at St. Pe- 
tersburg Ly Col. Wenjeekow, and based 
on the most recent Russian official re- 
searches, arrives at tho following conclu- 
sions as regards trade botweou Russia 
and China: 

"Russia cannot expect to compoto with 
other European countries in the Chinese 
market by Bending goods overland. Tho 
Russian overland traffic can only find a 
market in Mongolia, Sungaria, and part 
of Manchooria. A direct trado between 
Russia and China proper is only attaina- 
ble by means of tho Suez Canal. In proof 
of this statement it is mentioned that tho 
overland freight per load of 2, 520 lb 8, be- 
tween Loskow and Kalgan iB 497 roubles, 
while from London by sea is only 47 rou- 
bles. During tho last ton years tho ex- 
port of tea from China to Russia has in- 
creased by 71 percent., but this increase 
has occurred, not in tho overland trade — 
which has, in faot, decreased 44 per cent, 
—but in the trade by Suez and Odossa. 
Even tho projected Russo-Siberian Rail- 
way will not arrest tho deolino of tho once 
flourishing black tea trade, whioh is ouly 
kept alive by tho'muny privileges confer- 
red on it by tho Crown and by tho Rus- 
sian protectionist aystem."

Europe. 

London, Oct. 27. — A Daily News spe- 
cial from Paris says a pamphlet defend- 
ing Marshal Bazaine nnd Regnier, sup- 
posed to emanate from tho latter,' 1ms 
beon seized on the French frontier by the 
authorities. 

Berlin, Oct. 27. — Emperor Wilhelm 
has written a reply to the Pope's last lot- 
tor protesting against tho prosecution of 
tho German Bishops. The Emperor says 
Germany has done all in her power to 
live in peace with tho Romanists; but 
that ho is bound to protect the state 
against violent attacks. 

London, Oct. 27. —Tho Standard says 
tho examination of tho archives of tho 
German Legation at Paris has failod to 
lead to tho discovery of any weighty evi- 
dence agaiust Count Von Arnitn. 

BtiUssELS, Oct. 27. — Le Nord discredits 
the report of tho agreement of Franco to 
support Russia in caso of outbreaking 
troubles, and positively contradicts the 
recent report that Germany was about to 
send a note to France endor ng tho 
Spanish complaints as to tho Cai .Ms. 

Le Nord strengthens tho contradiction 
with a statement that the German Minis- 
ter disapproves of tho tone of Spain's 
last communication to Franco. 

Paris, Oct. 27. — Tho Government has 
issued a notice to allay tho disquietude 
of rumors current on tho Bourse and 
elsewhere in connection with the Spanish 
memorandum. The note says the mem- 
orandum refers more to past than to pre- 
sent matters. The attitude of none of tho 
great powers justifies tho alarm felt by 
Spain, and which serves as a pretext for 
sending tho memorandum. 

London, Oct. 27. — Tho brig Lapzma, 
from Liverpool for Baltimore, picked up 
from a raft five persons belonging to tho 
steamship Mary, which foundered while 
on a voyage from Glasgow to Trinidad. 
Tho other passengers and crow of tho 
steamer are probably lost. 

Berlin, Oct. 28— Von Arnim has been 
released. 

India 

Calcutta, Oct. 27.— Tho Times of India 
to-day announces thnt Col.M. Thompson, 
defender of Culajjoo, fails to identify tho 
person who claims to be Nana Sahib, al- 
though, ho says, there is certainly a like- 
ness. Prisoner declares ho was drunk 
when ho confessed 1 i i ut ho was Nana Sa- 
hib.

New Orleans, Oct. 28— Fraudulent re- 
gistration includes tho names of ne- 
groes, many of whom, it is alleged, have 
from five to ten registration certificates 
each.

A German Priest Condemned to Pri- 
son. — A scandalous incident has re- 
cently taken place in Germany. A 
French priest, the Abbe Louis, of the 
Department of tho Meurthe-et-Mosel- 

10, traveling in a steamer between 
Coblenzand Mayence, uttered an im- 
prudent word in conversation with 
ono Puchler, a journalist of Berlin. 
Passing before tho Chateau of Biber- 
ich, formerly tho summer residence of 
the Duke of Nassau , and sinco 18(18 
incorporated in tho domain of the 
King of Prussia. Jtho Abbe, after ask. 
ing tho name of the property, said, 
in speaking of tho now proprietor of 
tho building, "Ho is a robber of that 
like everything (dsn." Puchler, at 
tho moment of landing, denounced 
tho priest to a gendarme, who imme- 
diately arrested him. Tlx conse- 
quence was a trial for "lesi uajoste" 
boforo tho Correctional Police of May- 
onoo. Praise is duo to tho advocate 
Gossman, who defended (ho accused. 
"Puchler," said ho, "belongs abso. 
lutely to that class of informers already 
so much despised by tho Romans; ho 
has in this way compromised all Ger- 
many, and we ought to bo ashamed of 
him." The learned counsel added 
that he had often, traveled in France 
and had hoard tho most violent abuso 
of Louis Phillippo and Napoleon, but 
had never learned that tbo authors of 
such language woro donouncod. Tho 
Procurour du Roi replied, blaming the 
advocato for pleading with such 
warmth for a Frenchman. Gross- 
man, in his turn, ropoatod that nobody 
in Franco would cvor report to the 
authorities a private conversation; he 
regretted "that auob a thing had hap- 
penod in Germany, in tho interest of 
the honor and dignity of that great, 
nation." In spite of this defense the 
Abbe, who had already undergone 
two months of preventive imprison- 
ment, wan condemned to a further de- 
tention of the same length. — "Gralig- 
nani's Messenger, Sept. 5th,"

Schleswig.llolstein. 

HERE IS .V LITTLE PIECE OF INTELLIGIBLE 
INFORMATION ON A VERY MISTY MATTER.

There seems to bo little doubt that 
Prince Bismarck has lately received 
some very disagreeable checks, and 
that he is in anything but a good hu- 
mor. Tho whole truth about the 
Danish affair has not yot como to light 
but the following facts have been dis- 
closed: Bismarck proposed to the 
King of Donrnark that ho should join 
tho German confederacy, becomo a 
vassal of tho Emperor, and allow bis 
lleet and army to be incorporated with 
those of the empire. This would be a 
very lino thing for Germany— indeed, 
tho finest of all things. Tho proposi- 
tions mado to King Christian were 
very tempting— especially to a poor 
monarch, but ho declined them, and 
then Prince Bismarck made some 
threats, the substance of which was 
that if Germany could not get what 
she wanted by fair means she would 
take it by force some of those (ino da vs. 
Upon this, King Christian caused the 
Emperor of Russia to be informed of 
all that had passed. His anger was 
great — this was by no means tho en- 
tertainment to wliich ho had been in- 
vited when lie went to Berlin and 
swore eternal friendship to his imper- 
ial cousin. With Denmark a Ger- 
man province, Germany would hold 
the key of tho Baltic. It was time to 
cheek the arrogant designs of the 
German chancellor, and tue Czar not 
only told King Christian that ho would 
stand by him in protecting the inde- 
pendence of Denmark, but lie also set 
to work to chock Bismarck in another 
way, and sent a letter to Don Carlos, 
encouraging him in his campaign for 
the throne of Spain, and almost prom- 
ising him that if Germany interfered 
in Spanish affairs, Russia would interfere 
also, but in Don Carlos' interest. 
Thus tho plot thickens on every side. 
If the coming war should break out 
now, wo should have Russia, France, 
and Aust ria as allies against Germany 
and Italy. A war thus commenced 
would draw every State in Europe in- 
to the quarrel; and I do not see how 
even England itself could keep out of 
it. 

Tho irritation that Bismarck feels at 
the refusal of the King of Denmark to 
consent to his proposals may account 
for the persecution which he is now 
inflicting upon the Danish inhabitants 
of northern Schleswig. On the other 
hand it may bo possible that those 
Danes have been stirred up to do 
things which the Germans aro perse- 
cuting them for by inspirations from 
Copenhagen and St. Petersburg — 
that is, it may be that Russia is en- 
couraging Denmark to pick a quarrel 
witli Germany. The former is perhaps 
the most correct opinion. These Dan- 
ish Schleswigens aro only asking — 
and the Danish government backs 
them up in asking — that tho fifth arti- 
cle of the treaty of Prague, signed in 
August, 18GG, may bo car- 
ried out. There are 20(3,000 Danes in 
northern Schleswig, When Schles- 
wig was wrested from Denmark, these 
people wero promised that they should 
be allowed to vote as to their future 
destiny, and that their decision should 
be obeyed. Here is the fifth article of 
the treaty. 

His Majesty the Emperor of Austria 
transfers to His Majesty the King of 
Prussia all the rights he acquired un- 
der the peace of Vienna on the 30th 
of October, 1864, to tho Duchies of 
Holstoin and Schleswig, with tho un- 
derstanding that the people of the 
northern district, of Schleswig, if by 
free vote they express a wish to be 
united to Denmark, shall bo coded to 
Denmark accordingly. 

Eight years have passed sinco this 
promise was given, and the Danes have 
not ceased to ask for its fulfillment. It 
has never boon fulliillod, and is not 
likely to be.

Soma years 
ago he was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. Ho was eating hi. 
usual meal of "wurstand pumpernickel," 
and asked tho young officer to join him. 
llio oiler was declined on tho ground that 
ho never could eat sausages. ••Sir," «oid 
the great general, looking at the officer 
with Hashing eyes, "the man who cannot 
eat sausages need never expect promo- 
tion from me." Tho young officer at once 
applied himself so assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in the 
late war he had risen to be General Von 
Moltke s chief of staff. A distaste for son- 
sages led to tbo dismissal of a wooer of 
tho General's daughter.
